S the years roll round S. Luke’s Home finds itself among the 
a oldest of the Church Institutions of the City and the fact 
that any charity has existed for forty years in New York, where 
everything is sochangeable, is proof that its foundations must have 
been well laid. Since 1852 S. Luke’s Home has itself seen many 
changes and Starting with a small parochial shelter for one or two 
homeless Christian women it has gradually grown to its present 
extent with its doors open to needy gentlewomen from all City 
parishes. Unfortunately the Home buildings do not extend as 
rapidly as the metropolitan jurisdiction, and we find ourselves 
unable to gratify all demands that are made upon us. City 
parishes now number about seventy-four and it is required only to 
send a representative to the Board and to contribute in some way, 
however small, to the support of the Home and they can rightly 
claim all its advantages. 

Again we make our annual report stating, in the first place, that 
during the year six old people have been taken away, one of whom, 
Miss Johnson had been in the Home thirty-eight years, and another, 
Mrs. Wellings, eighteen years. Five have entered the Home. 

We owe much to the thoughtful care of our corps of physicians 
who give their time and knowledge for the benefit of our old 
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people who so often feel the infirmities of age pressing upon them. 
Through the continued kindness of a few friends the drives in the 
Central Park were even more frequent than last season; and, 
having learned the benefits to be gained by fresh air and exercise, 
the rides were anticipated by the old ladies from week to week with 
greater pleasure than ever before. 

The long hot summer days were cheered with cooling ices and 
delicious fruits, thoughtful remembrances sent by those able to get 
away from the heated city. Never before have luxuries and com- 
forts been so generously provided for the old people. 

The clergy have continued their ministrations to the sick. 
Twice each month the Holy Communion has been administered to 
those unable to leave the house and in other extreme cases, 
Several times Evening Prayer has been read and addresses given. 
All of which has helped to preserve a Christian peace and charity 
in the house, which the judicious and careful management of the 
Matron and her assistant had established. 

The plumbing of the house was found to need certain repairs 
and rearrangement according to more modern methods which oc- 
casioned considerable outlay of money, but everything was done as 
thoroughly and economically as possible by our painstaking 
Treasurer, 

We now have three endowed rooms, Early in the year the first 
one, known as the St. Anna Room, was endowed by Mrs. J. J. 
Blodgett and her mother Mrs. Sherwood; this gift was very 
shortly followed by one from Miss Caroline Talman who, in lieu 
of the promised bequest, endowed the room known as the Caro- 
line-Talman Room. In June Trinity Corporation endowed the 
third room, called the Trinity Room. These rooms have been 
tastefully decorated and furnished and are enjoyed even by those 
not occupying them. The House Furnishing Committee were en- 
abled to make these rooms more ornate than others in the Home 
through the thoughtful generosity of the endowers, who in the 
one instance gave $225, in the other $350, to paint and furnish 
the rooms; while $170 has been raised to set in order the 
Trinity Room. 

The Annual income has been increased from $5,000 to $6,000. 
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The number of Church collections has increased from sixteen to 
twenty-one. Our current expenses have amounted to about 
$12,500, but I am sorry to state that we lacked about $580 of that 
sum, leaving us to begin the year with that burden upon us. 

We have lost from our Board of Associate Managers two valuable 
members ; Mrs. W. A. Freeborn who was for many years and up 
to the time of her death much interested in the welfare of the 
Home; and Mrs. S. Gregory Lines in whom we lost a generous 
friend and helper. 

Thanking you for your consideration we submit this report for 
your approval.

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Constitution. 


ARTICLE I. 


HE name by which this institution shall be known is 
S. LuKE’s HOME FOR INDIGENT CHRISTIAN FEMALES. 


ARTICLE II. 


The object of this institution is to provide for the temporal and 
spiritual welfare of the inmates ; and all religious teaching and ex- 
ercises shall be according to the doctrines, discipline, and worship 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 


ARTICLE III. 


The Board of Managers shall consist of not less than seven nor 
more than twenty-one clergymen and laymen of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the City of New York. The officers of the 
Board shall be a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer. These Officers of the Board shall also be the Officers of 
the institution. The Vice-President shall be Rector of the insti- 
tution and Chairman of the Board in the absence of the President, 
and when present shall preside over the Board of Associate Man- 
agers. 


ARTICLE IV. 


No debt or liability shall be contracted or incurred by the 
Board of Managers or Officers beyond the reliable and available 
means secured. 
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ARTICLE. V- 


There shall be an annual meeting of the members of the institu- 
tion, on the Festival of S. Luke the Evangelist, which shall be 
held in the City of New York, at a place and hour to be fixed by 
the Board of Managers, notice of which shall be duly given to the 
members by the Secretary of the Board, by the newspapers or 
through the post. At each annual meeting the Board of Mana- 
gers shall present a report of the proceedings of the previous year, 
and an accurate statement of the receipts and disbursements, and 
of the financial condition of the institution, after which the Board 
of Managers shall be elected for the ensuing year, and the Board 
shall have power to fill any vacancies which may occur during the 
year. Each member, patron and member of the Board of Asso- 
ciate Managers shall be entitled to attend the annual meeting, 
participate in its proceedings, and vote for officers. 


ARTICLE VI, 


Meetings of the Board of Managers may be called by the Presi- 
dent or Rector, and shall be called on an application in writing 
by any two members of the Board, or on the request of the Board 
of Associate Managers, of which meeting all its members shall be 
duly notified by the Secretary. Five members shall be necessary 
to constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE .Vit- 


All funds of, and contributions to the institution, shall be ap- 
propriated by the Board of Managers solely for the promotion of 
the objects and interests of the institution, and the Board of 
Managers shall have general charge of the business of the insti- 
tution ; but no portion of the building fund shall be permanently 
invested without the concurrence of the Board of Associate Man- 
agers. ' 

ARTICLE VIII. 


Any member of the Protestant Episcopal Church, paying into 
the treasury a sum annually not less than $5, shall be a member of 
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this society. The payment at any one time of $50 shall constitute 
a life member, and $100, so paid, shall constitute a patron of this 
society. 


ARTICLE IX. 


The religious instruction of the institution shall be conducted in 
conformity with the doctrines, discipline and worship of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and shall be 
under the superintendence of the Bishop of the Diocese embrac- 
ing the City of New York, and of the clerical members of the 
Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE X. 


The internal government of the Home shall be under the con- 
trol of and conducted by Associate Managers, composed of ladies 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, representing the respective 
parishes in the City of New York of which they are members. 
The Associate Managers may appoint their own officers and com- 
mittees, and shall report any of their proceedings to the Board of 

. Managers for its sanction, on the demand of any monthly or 
special meeting of any three of the Associate Managers present at 
the meeting, when such proceedings shall be had, or on the re- 
quest of the Rector, who shall be ex officto the chairman of said 
Board of Associate Managers, and as such preside, and shall have 
free access to the records and proceedings of said Board. And 
said Associate Managers shall furnish to the Treasurer an account 
of all their receipts and disbursements, and present the bills for 
payment, duly audited by their Finance Committee, in accordance 
with the requirements of the General Regulations. 


ARTICLE XI. 


The Board of Associate Managers shall consist of the repre- 
sentatives of the respective parishes of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the City of New York. Each and every of said par- 
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ishes shail be entitled to as many representatives, not exceeding 
four, as the said Board shall deem best, and each parish now rep- 
resented in said Board shall be entitled toits present number. All 
future representatives shall be chosen as follows : Whenever any 
vacancy shall occur in the Board, by death, resignation, or other- 
wise, or in case it shall be deemed best to increase the present 
number of representatives from parishes now represented, or to 
have other parishes represented therein, the name of such pro- 
posed representative shall be presented by some member of the 
Board, who shall vouch for her fitness for the place, and said 
name shall be acted upon by the Board at its next meeting, when, 
if unanimously approved, she shall be declared such representative 
and entitled to a seatin said Board. 


ARTICLE. XII. 


This Constitution may be amended at any annual meeting by a 
majority of the members present ; but no alteration shall be made, 
unless proposed at a previous meeting or by the Board of Man- 
agers, bya two-thirds vote of all the managers elected, with the 
concurrence of the Associate Board. And whenever any amend- 
ment shall be recommended by the Board of Associate Managers, 
it shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to act thereon at 
their next meeting. 
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General Regulations. 


APPLICANTS FOR ADMISSION. 


1. Applicants for admission into this institution must be per- 
sons of respectability, in reduced circumstances, and members of 
churches which are represented in the Board of Associate Man- 
agers, and contribute to the support of the Home. The applica- 
tion for admission must be made to a representative of the parish 
to which the applicant belongs, and be acted upon by the Com- 
mittee on Applications of the Associate Managers. 


BENEFICIARIES. 


2. Beneficiaries shall be received on probation, and, if approved, 
after six months, shall be admitted for life, subject to the General 
Regulations, and subject, also, to the sufficiency of the means and 
accommodations of the institution for their support and mainte- 
nance ; and it is hereby declared to be the object and purpose of this 
institution to so minister to and maintain its inmates. But in case 
any beneficiary should be dismissed for lack of means or accom- 
modation, she shall be entitled to take with her all her property 
and effects, and the admission fee shall be refunded, and the pro- 
visions of the annexed bond shall not apply to her case. 


COMMITTEE ON APPLICATIONS. 


3. The Committee on Applications shall record the name and 
address of each applicant. When a vacancy occurs, all the candi- 
dates shall be examined, and the most eligible admitted. The 
applicant must show satisfactory testimonials of good character 
and conduct ; must have resided in the City of New. York for 
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three years next preceding her application, and have been for those 
three years a communicant of the Protestant Episcopal Church. A 
majority of the committee shall be empowered to act on an appli- 
cation ; but the committee shall refer their action to the Board of 
Associate Managers for approval, at the next meeting of the 
Board, and no applicant shall be admitted without its concurrence. 


ADMISSION FEE AND ENTRANCE PERMIT. 


4. An admission fee of $300 shall be required from each bene- 
ficiary, for which a receipt will be given; also a permit for en- 
trance, from the Committee on Applications, withou which no 
person can be received into the Home. 


OFFICERS OF THE BOARD. 


5. The officers of the Board of Associate Managers shall be a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, elected annu- 
ally by the Associate Managers. The duty of the Preszdent snall 
be to preside at the meetings of the Board in the absence of the 
Rector ; maintain order ; to call special meetings of the Board, on 
the written request of the Rector or of any two members of the 
Board, and to perform such other duties as usually devolve upon 
such an officer. The Vice-President shall act as President in case 
of her absence or incapacity to act. 

The duty of the Secretary shall be to keep a true and faithful 
record of all proceedings of the Board; to give all notices, under 
the direction of the President, Vice-President or Rector, and to 
bring to the attention of the Board all communications and mat- 
ters requiring action. 

The duty of the Zveasurer shall be to receive all the funds 
contributed and collected for the ordinary expenses of the Home ; 
to pay all bills duly presented and audited by the Finance Commit- 
tee ; and to disburse the funds as ordered by the Board of Associate 
Managers. She shall keep the funds on deposit to the credit of 
the Home in a good solvent bank, approved by the Board of As- 
sociate Managers ; and shall keep a true and accurate account of 
all receipts and disbursements, and report the same to said As- 
sociate Board when requested; and also report the same to the 
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Treasurer of the Board of Managers, at least ten days before the 
annual meeting. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


6. The following shall be the order of business at each regular 
meeting of the Board of Associate Managers, after opening the 
meeting with prayer : 


I. Calling the Roll of Representatives by the Secretary. 

II. Reading the minutes of the last meeting by the Secretary, 
correcting and approving the same. 

III. Reading the Treasurer’s Report of the receipts and dis- 
bursements since the last evening, and of the present condition of 
the funds. 

IV. Report of Visitors. 

V. Report of Committee on Supplies. 

VI. Report of Committee on House Furnishing. 

VII. Report of Committee on Clothing. 

VIII, Report of Committee on Repairs. 

IX. Report of Committee on Beneficiary Applications; the 
Committee to consist of five members. 

X. Report of Committee on Interments. 

XI. Report of Committee on Services. 

XII. Report of Reading Committee. 

XIII. Report of Industrial Committee. 

XIV. Report of Employment Committee. 

XV. Report of Committee on Annual Report; the Committee 
to consist of the Rector, Secretary, and Treasurer.

LAST MONTHLY MEETING FOR THE CURRENT YEAR. 


7. At the last monthly meeting of the Board of Associate Man- 
agers for the current year, officers shall be elected by ballot, and a 
visitors’ list prepared for the ensuing year, which shall designate 
the visitors, and the time when each shall be required to visit the 
Home, which list shall form a part of the Annual Report ; and

the President, at each monthly meeting, shall announce the names 
of the visitors for the ensuing month, and if such visitors shall not 
be present, the Secretary shall duly notify them of their tour of 
duty. 

VIOLATION OF RULES. 

8. Wilful violation of any of the regulations or rules of the 
Home by any one of the inmates shall render her liable to dismis- 
sal, and any parish or person placing a person in the Home shall 
be informed of such liability, and that the admission fee will not 
be returned in such case; but the inmate will be entitled to retain 
her clothing when the necessity for a dismissal shall occur. The 
Board of Associate Managers, at any regular monthly meeting, 
may make such dismissal, and their Secretary shall inform the 
parish or person which placed the inmate in the institution. Per- 
sons so expelled will not be allowed to visit the Home under any 
circumstances. 


REPRESENTATIVES, 


g. It shall be the duty of each representative to attend the 
meeting of the Board on the first Monday of each month, at eleven 
o'clock A. M.; to take her allotted turn for visiting, as laid down 
in the visitor’s list in the Annual Report; to pay a yearly fee of 
$5.00; to receive the subscriptions and donations in the parish 
which she represents; to collect the annual subscriptions from the 
members of her parish, if practicable, and to pay the same to the 
Treasurer; she shall also sign her own receipts for the Treasurer. 
If any representative shall habitually neglect said duties, the Board 
of Associate Managers may, in their discretion, declare the place 
of such representative vacant, so notify her, and proceed to elect 
another in her stead. 

No representative will be expected to take a seat in the Board 
until she has been notified of her election by the Secretary. 


SPIRITUOUS LIQUORS. 


10. No spirituous liquor shall be used or brought into the Home 
except it be prescribed by the physician, and is under the charge 
of and administered by the Matron. 
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PHYSICIAN. 


11. No physician shall practice in the Home unless called in by 
the attending physician or the friends of the inmates, who must 
alone be responsible for the expense. 


BOND OF BENEFICIARY. 


12. The Bond to be signed by each beneficiary is hereby approved 
and adopted as a part of the General Regulations, and it shall be 
the duty of the Board to procure a book for the use of the Asso- 
ciate Managers, wherein shall be transcribed these Regulations and 
said Bond ; and when transcribed, the same shall be presented to 
each of the present inmates for her signature, as well as to such as 
hereafter shall be admitted—the date of each signature to be 
written opposite the same. : 


ANNIVERSARY. 


13. On the Feast of S. Luke, October 18th, the Associate Manag- 
ers shall hold an Anniversary celebration to meet the friends of 
the institution. 


DEATH OF INMATE. 


14. On the death of an inmate, the visitors or the Matron shall 
notify the representatives of the parish whence she came. If the 
funeral shall take place from the Home, the arrangements shall be 
uniform in all cases, and shall be made under the directions of the 
Interment Committee. The friends of the deceased may defray 
the expenses or remove the remains for interment elsewhere, by 
permission of the Rector. 

Any property or possession of any inmate at her death shall 
become the property of the institution, and shall not be subject to 
any other claim. 


AMENDMENTS. 


15. The GENERAL REGULATIONS may be amended at any 
monthly meeting by the Board of Associate Managers, as follows: 
The proposed amendment shall be recommended in writing by 
some member of the said Associate Board, at a regular monthly 
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meeting thereof, and shall be referred to a committee, whose duty 
it shall be to report thereon at the next monthly meeting, when, if 
approved by a two-thirds vote of all the Associate Managers 
present at such meeting, it shall be declared adopted—except in 
case three of the Associate Managers present at said meeting shall 
then demand in writing that such proposed amendment be sub- 
mitted to the Board of Managers for their concurrence, when the 
same shall be so submitted, and if such Board shall concur, the 
amendment shall be adopted.

other instrument under seal during his or her life, to nominate- 
subject to the approval of the Associate Managers, one inmate for 
a single room, and from time to time, as a vacancy may occur, to 
nominate an inmate to fill such vacancy. Such nominees, if ad- 
mitted by the Associate Managers, to occupy the endowed room 
free of charge ; subject, so long as they may remain in the Home, 
to such rules as the Managers or Associate Managers have here, 
tofore adopted, or may hereafter adopt. 

When a corporation is the donor, the privilege of nomination 
shall expire at the end of twenty years. All money received for 
the endowment of rooms shall be placed in the Sustentation Fund 
for investment, and the interest from it paid to the Treasurer of 
the Associate Managers for the current expenses of the Home
